IDING behind the rather mundane 

title “Central Command” is one of 
the most intricate and vital administra- 
tive-logistical operations existing any- 
where in the Army today. 

Located in the 
geographi- 
cal center of 
Japan’s largest 
and most impor- 
tant island, Hon- 
shu, Central 
Command ex- 
tends from the 
Pacific Ocean to 
the Japan Sea, 
embracingil 
prefectures and 
including both 
the nation’s cap- 
ital and its most 
active seaport. 
Tokyo, third 
largest city in 
the world, is the site of Central Com- 
mand Headquarters and nearby Yoko- 
hama is the home of many of the Com- 
mand’s most important subordinate in- 
stallations. 

Central Command’s history actually 
dates back to 1 April 1948 when Yoko- 
hama Command was activated under 
Eighth Army. This command was created 
to coordinate activities of the numerous 
Army installations which had come into 
being to support the Far East Command’s 
efforts. 

The problem which faced the original 
command, and which was _ intensified 
with the outbreak of hostilities in Ko- 
rea, evolved from the necessity of setting 
up Army operations in pre-existent Jap- 
anese facilities. As the Tokyo-Yokohama 
area was the principal region for receiv- 
ing incoming troops and materiel, and 
also the site of major industrial enter- 
prises required by the Army, this so- 
called “Kanto” region became a laby- 
rinth of military installations. 

Battalions and even companies were 
split up into smaller units to fit into ex- 
isting accommodations. Operations which 
in the United States would be accom- 
Plished in one depot, were split up be- 
tween two and three Japanese contrac- 
tors, often as far as 20 miles apart, to 
make the best available use of indigenous 
labor and facilities.

The full text of Dr. Hannah's 
to the Chairman of the House 
Services Committee follows: 
*‘Dear Mr. Chairman: 

“The oportunity which your letter of 26 
Oct. 1953 affords the Department of Defense 
to comment at length on recent developments 
regarding the conditions of service of mili- 
tary personnel is greatly appreciated. It is 
fully agreed that these problems are of furda-

mental importance and that their solution 
calls for our detailed consideration and s udy 
“Present difficulties of the Armed Forces 


with which you are, of course, familiar stem 
primarily from current world conditions. 
The United States is not at war, nor at peace. 
We are simultaneously mobilizing and de 
mobilizing large temporary forces every two 
years. Almost half our forces are deploved 
overesas. These are conditions which this 
country has never before had to meet. They 
may continue for years. 

“The Armed Forces have peacetime mili- 
tary personnel career policies designed to 
provide and train, during time of peace, high- 
ly qualified professional military personnel 
to mobilize and lead large temporary forces. 
During wartime, these peticies are largely 
superseded by others specifically designed to 
ald in bringing military operations to the 
earliest possible conclusion. Neither peace 
time nor wartime personnel career policies 
sult our situation today. We must proceed 
to make the changes required to meet cur- 
rent conditions. It is heartening to know that 
you and your Committee are preparing to 
lend your indispensable assistance to this 
effort. 

Benefits Balance Out 

“In compliance with your request, the con- 
clusions and supporting facts of the Hook 
Commission concerning service benefits (con- 
sidered as part of pay) are forwarded here 
with. The Commission concluded that special 
emoluments such as medical attention, etc., 








are balanced out by the special expenses in- 
curred by officers due to their service. 

“‘A comparative analysis of the differences 
in the pay and benefits received by Foreign 
Service officers and those received by Armed 
Forces officers emphasizes the fact that our 
present military career policies are not 
adapted to the situation today. The Foreign 
Service officer must, by the nature of his 
employment, make frequent changes of sta- 
tion and spend many years in oversea assign- 
ments. The Congress appears to have recog- 
nized that the Foreign Service Officer is en- 
titled to a normal family life and a relatively 
stable income, and that any unusual exnenses 
required to provide these benefits to him at 
any particular station should be borne by the 
government (with the notable exception of 
naying for the education of his ch‘ldren) 
This appears only just, since the Foreign 
Service Officer’s assignment reflects the needs 
of the country and is not a matter within 
his own control

Inducements to Leave 
‘“‘An examination of the legal benefits ac-

er?! important matters, it is greatly to the 
individual’s advantage to leave the regular 
establishment for the reserve components. 
The astonishing difference between the bene- 
fits paid the widow of a reserve over those 
nid the widow of a regular is most striking 
However. and perhaps equally important to 
the manitenance of a strong regul?r estab- 
lishment. is the fact that the two ‘GI’ bills, 
whose benefits are denied to regulars, in ef- 
fect, offer an immediate inducement to indi- 
viduals to leave the military for civilian life. 
This incentive to leave the military service 
can be neutralized to some extent by allow- 
ine revulars to aualifv for benefits of these 
bills. No substential expense to the govern- 
ment should be involved, since, at present, 
these benefits are merely deferred until the 
regular's retirement. 

“The study of current officer retirement 
provisions, in particular the lessened expense 
for pay and allowances to the government 
of allowing an individual to retire voluntarily 
after 20 years’ service rather than retain him 
for 30 years is of particular interest at this 
time, when it appears that a reduction in the 
strength of the Armed Forces may become 
a reality.

SE SECRETARY WILSON MEANS BUSINESS 


EFENSE Secretary Charles E. Wilson demonstrated this week that he

‘Detailed information covering the specific 
questions posed in your letter is attached as 
Inclosure 1. The Secretary of State has ex- 
tended his complete cooperation in the prepa- 
ration of this material. 

‘“‘Recommendations as to legislation rem- 
edying defects will be found in Inclosure 2. 
As indicated, some items have been coordi- 
nited within the Department of Defense but 
have not been cleared by the Bureau of the 
Budget for conformity with the program 
of the President: others are in the process 
of Department of Defense coordination. There 
will be additional recommendations forth- 
coming as a result of study which will be 
forwarded to you when prepared. 

“The attached material demonstrates that 
appropriations riders have modified and, in 
some cases, negated many incentives to a 
military career which were authorized by 
carefully considered legislation. Your Com- 
mittee is, of course, familiar with the Con- 
eressional concerning commissaries. 
It is considered that, had the matter of Armed 
Forces commissaries received the same judi- 
cial attention as the Philbin Subcommittee 
gave the Armed Forces exchanges, the action 
of the recs 'n this matter would have 
been quite different. The same is true with 
resnect to riders affecting messes, shipment 
of household voluntary retirement, 
emnlovment restrictions and educational pro- 
visions. It is honed that the Congress, during 
this forthcoming session, will review all ap- 
propriations riders which have the effect of 
modifving permanent levislation with a view 
toward embodving them in permanent legis- 
lation, if thev are determined to be justified. 
or deleting them from future appropriations

Must Insure Incentives, 
Says Army Reorg. Study 


The Advisory Committee on Army Or- 
ganization, its four civilian members, 
prominent business leaders, declared 
this week that “securing the maximum 
human effort in military affairs, as in 
business enterprise, requires the use of 
incentives.” 

The committee report continues: 

“Pride in the service and achievement 
of high rank are incentives that have 
held men of large capabilities within 
the military. Monetary compensation for 
men who devote their lives to military 
service is essential as an incentive, but 
this alone is not enough. 

“National respect for the man in uni- 
form,” continues the report, “must be 
enhanced. And the incentive of high rank 
must be available to a greater degree 
than in the past for those who devote 
their lives to the businesslike segment of 
the military. These greater incentives 
are especially needed to attract and hold 
men in the important supply functions 
which constitute an increasingly signif- 
cant aspect of the Army’s mission.”

REORGANIZATION — REORGANIZATION 
SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS 


In subsequent sections, the Committee sets 
forth a series of recommendations and the 
reasoning upon which they are based. Here 
its proposals for improving the Army's 
organizational structure are summarized. 


1. IMPROVING TOP MANAGEMENT 

Delegated Authority to the Secretary 

To add effectiveness to the exercise of his 
authority and to make the position of Secre- 
tary of the Army more attractive to men of 
outstanding competence, we recommend four 
actions: 

A. The Secretary be given opportunity to 
participate actively in the formulation by the 
Secretary of Defense of basic policies guiding 
the Department of the Army. 

B. The Secretary be permitted to attend, 
as a regular observer, meetings of the Na- 
tional Security Council so that he may be 
informed of basic national decisions. 

C. Efforts be made to insure that his 
authority is respected by those above and 
below. 

D. His continuing responsibility be re 
afirmed for the affairs of the Department. 
Specifically, in emergency situations, when 
the Secretary of Defense communicates 
directly with the Chief of Staff, it should be 
made clear that the Chief of Staff is acting 
for the Secretary of the Army and is wholly 
accountable to him. 

Strengthen Civilian Control 

Five steps are recommended to strengthen 
civilian control in the Army: 

A. The position of Under Secretary be 
abolished and a position of Deputy Secre- 
lary be created. Its incumbent should be 
freed of responsibility for the supervision of 
the major functional areas—men, money or 
materiel. He should serve as the Secretary’s 
intimate associate and deputy in the general 
Management of the Department. 
_B. The role of the Assistant Secretaries 
should be redefined. Their basic responsibil- 
ity is “functional supervision.”’ Their task 
's actively to guide the Army’s operations 
by formulating objectives and policies and 
evaluating performance—not to assume re- 
sponsibility for day-to-day operations. 

C. An additional position as Assistant Sec- 
retary should be established. The Secretary 
needs sufficient, able civilian assistants to 
exercise effective control in three basic areas 
—men, money and materiel. Creation of the 
additional position will permit one of these 
assistants to concentrate on financial man- 
agement,

Defining the Military Responsibility 


Fundamental to any clarification of the 


Army's organization is the redefinition of 


— of the Chief of Staff. We recommend 
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The Chief of Staff be recognized as the 
operating manager of the Army Establish- 
ment and held fully accountable to the Secre- 
tary for all operations of the department. 


Il. IMPROVING ORGANIZATION FOR 
OPERATIONS AND TRAINING 


To enable the Chief of Staff to serve effec- 
tively as the Secretary’s operating manager, 
we recommend that: 

A. The General Staff sections be divested 
of their major responsibilities for operating 
activities. 

B. The following changes be made in the 
Staff Sections.* 

1. The existing offices of Special Assistant 
for Civilian Component Affairs and the Ex- 
ecutive for Reserve and ROTC Affairs be 
abolished and the latter supplanted by: 


a. Office of Reserve Affairs; and 
b. Office of ROTC Affairs. 
The Committee emphasizes the urgent 


need for aggressive consideration of the 
Army’s program for building up and main- 
taining its reserve forces. 


2. The Office of Civilian Personnel be 
transferred from the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary for Manpower and Reserve Forces 
and be made responsible to the Secretary 
through the Chief of Staff. 


*The term ‘‘Staff Sections’’ is used 
throughout this report to refer to all staff 
organizations other than the General Staff 
sections and the Technical Staffs and 
Services. 


3. Greater emphasis be placed upon Civil 
Affairs and Military Government in the De- 
partment of the Army, and, to improve train- 
ing in this field, that the Military Govern- 
ment Division of the Office of the Provost 
Marshal General and the Military Govern- 
ment Department of the Provost Marshal 
General School be transferred to the Office 
of Civil Affairs/Military Government. 

4. The Judge Advocate General be made 
responsible for the supervision of legal staffs 
throughout the Army, including those assist- 
ing in procurement activities. 

C. In addition: 

1. The Office of Legislative Liaison be re- 
tained under the direction of the Chief of 
Staff. 

2. The Office of Public Information be con 
tinued immediately responsible to the Chief 
of Staff. 

3. The Office of Psychological Warfare be 
continued as a separate staff section. 

4. The proposal to establish an Operations 
Division separate from G-3 be rejected. 

5. The proposal that the offices of the Sec 


retary and the Chief of Staff be combined 
in a single executive office be rejected. 


6. The oft-repeated suggestion that the 
civil works functions of the Corps of Engi- 
neers be assigned to another governmental 
department be rejected. 


D. A Continental Army Command be cre- 
ated. This Command should assume all re- 
sponsibilities of the Army Field Forces and 
should provide for more effective direction 
and evaluation of the performance of the 
six Continental Armies. 

E. To establish a clearer line of account- 
ability for training we recommend: 


1. All agencies with training responsibili- 
ties should be guided by general training 
policies developed by G-3. 


2. The Continental Army Command should 
have sole responsibility for basic training 
of all individuals, all combat arms training 
(individual and unit), all combined training, 
and for all civilian component training for 
which the Department is responsible. 


3. The Staff Sections and Supply Command 
(proposed in Section III) should be responsi- 
ble for the specialized training of individuals 
and units of the respective services until 
they are passed to armies in the field. 
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Ill. IMPROVING SUPPLY MANAGEMENT 

To establish a clearer line of accountability 
for supply activities of large and increasing 
importance, we recommend: 

A. Establishing the position of Vice Chief 
of Staff for Supply. 

B. Establishing a Supply Command having 
general management responsibilities for the 
Technical Services. 

C. Making the Supply Command fully re- 
sponsible for the Field (Class II) installa- 
tions of the Technical Services. 

D. Establishing the rank of the Vice Chief 
of Staff for Supply, Commanding General 
Supply Command, Chief of Technical Serv- 
ices and other personnel engaged in supply 
management at levels comparable to their 
counterparts in combat and operational 
activities. 

E. Providing for vigorous career manage- 
ment and training programs for supply per- 
sonnel, including the Supply Command to 
establish personnel policies to meet its 
specialized needs. 


IV. IMPROVING ORGANIZATION FOR 
RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 

Four steps are required to strengthen the 
Army's organization for research and devel- 
opment. We recommend: 

A. Redefining and strengthening the au- 
thority assigned to the Chief of Research 
and Development in the Office of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Plans and Research, 

B. Transferring to the Chief of Research 
and Development those planning functions 
now assigned to the Deputy Assistant Chief 
of Staff, G-4, for Research and Development. 

C. Transferring other functions assigned 
to the Deputy Assistant Chief of Staff, G4, 
for Research and Development to the Com- 
mander of the Supply Command. 

D. Expanding the scope of the Secretary’s 
Scientific Advisory Panel and otherwise pro- 
moting the interest and support of civilian 
scientists in the Army’s Research and Devel- 
opment activities. 


V. IMPROVING FINANCIAL 
MANAGEMENT 

To improve the Army’s financial manage 
ment we have proposed the establishment of 
the position of Assistant Secretary for Finan- 
cial Management. In addition, we recom 
mend that: 

A. The Office, Chief of Finance be placed 
under the direction of the Comptroller and 
its functions integrated with those of the 
Comptroller. 

B. Essential improvements be instituted 
in: 

1. The Army’s Primary Program System 

a. be made to conform with the revised 
organization that is adopted, and 

b. extended substantially. 

2. The Army's “performance budget” 

a. better to relate costs to work to be 
done, and 

b. adapt methods of allotment to organi- 
zational lines. 

3. The Army’s accounting and reporting 
methods, specifically: 

a. numerous existing accounting systems 
should be integrated or replaced by a single 
universal system of accounts; and 

b. existing reports should be reappraised 
in terms of the needs of the Secretary and 
his principal civilian or military assistants.

| The Army, stepping up its electronic 
and guided missiles weapons program, 
needs 500 additional warrant officers with 
skills in these fields. 

Enlisted personnel in the top three 
grades currently serving on active duty, 
who are eligible and fully qualified, may 
apply for appointment to warrant officer 
grade under this program. 

They will be appointed in the Reserve 
and called to active duty before 30 June. 

After that date, the Army says it will 
continue similar warrant officer appoint- 
ment programs. 

The highly technical electronic and 
guided missile fields are said to be par- 
ticularly well suited for use of warrant 
officers. 

Significantly, while reductions are be- 
ing made virtually everywhere else in 
the Army, this area is being expanded 
with a new procurement program. 

The W. O. assignments will be in the 
guided missile and electronic fields and 
will include the military occupational 
specialties of Artillery Electronics Fire 
Control Assistant; Guided Missile Inte- 
grated Fire Control Assistant; Guided 
Missile Materiel Assistant; Fire Control 
Maintenance and Repair Officer; Guided 
Missile Maintenance and Repair Officer; 


Radar Maintenance and Repair, and 
Engineer Equipment Maintenance and 
Repair. 


Since the active Army is overstrength 
in administrative warrant officers, par- 
ticularly unit administrators, individuals 
in this category who satisfy eligibility 
requirements are especially invited to 
volunteer for Army service schools to 
qualify for appointment to one of the 
military occupation specialties listed.

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Navy Sets New Policy 
On All Resignations 


A new policy governing tne resigna- 
tions of Regular, Reserve and Temporary 
officers of the Navy was announced this 
week. 

The Navy said resignations will nor- 
mally be accepted from Regular officers 
who have completed four or more years 
of active commissioned service. Medical 
and Dental officers will be required to 
complete only three years. 

At the same time, the Navy said any 
obligated service incurred as the result 
of advanced training or graduate instruc- 
tion will be in addition to the four or 
three years active duty requirements 
“However, periods while undergoing such 
training or graduate instruction will be 
considered part of the four or three year 
period. If eight years commissioned serv- 
ice has not been completed, favorable 
action on a resignation will be contin- 
gent upon acceptance of a commission in 
the Reserve.” 

With reference to Reserve officers, the 
Navy said their resignations will normal- 
ly be accepted if they have discharged 
their obligated active duty and have com- 
pleted a total of eight or more years 
of active or inactive commissioned 
service. 

USN Temporary officers and temporary 
warrant oflicers whose permanent grade 
is enlisted can request reversion to en- 
Msted status and transfer to the Fleet 
Reserve or continuance on active duty in 
permanent rating. Such requests, the 
policy statement said, “will normally be 


| favorably considered.” 





The Navy said final action on all 
resignation or retirement requests “will 
be governed by needs of the Service” and 
“approvals may be withheld until quali- 
fied relief is available.” 

Temporary warrant officers who are 
considering reversion to enlisted status 
were informed that legislation is being 
submitted to the current session of Con- 
gress which “in its present form” will 
materially revise the warrant ollicer pro- 
gram. However, the Navy said, “Congres- 
sional action cannot be forecast.”

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The Navy this week issued a long list 
of uniform changes which have been ap- 
proved by the Secretary, including rein- 
statement of the officers’ sword for all 
Regular male officers except chaplains. 

Commissioned officers will wear their 
plues or whites as “full dress,” when ap- 
propriate, replete with sword, medals 
and white gloves beginning 1 June 1954. 
Also reinstated as an optional item is 
the officer’s white mess jacket and tail- 
coat dinner dress. 

Eliminate Soft Shirt 


Additionally, the soft shirt previously 
authorized for wear with service dress 
blues as a dinner dress blue uniform, was 
eliminated. In its place, officers will wear 
a stiff front white shirt with plain gold 
stud and stiff turn down collar with 
black bow tie. Recommendations had 
been made to substitute a wing collar 
for the turndown collar but the Naval 
Uniform Board did not approve of this 
suggestion. 

Full dress uniforms with swords and 
large medals will be required on a stag- 
gered basis as follows: flag officers and 
captains—1 June 1954; commanders— 1 
Jan. 1955; lieutenant commanders 1 
June 1955; lieutenants—1 Jan. 1956; lieu- 
tenants (jzg)—1 June 1956; ensigns — 1 
Jan. 1957 and CWOs—1 June 1957. The 
items are optional for reserve and tem- 
porary officers and not required for chap- 
lains and women oOflicers. 

Detailed Changes 

Other detailed changes approved by 
the Secretary are as follows: 

Belt Buckles—A standard brass-colored 
belt buckle and tip will replace the pres- 
ent black buckle for wear with khaki, 
white and black web belts. 

Women’s Overcoats Will be manu- 
factured of a lighter worsted-type mate- 
rial in addition to presently specified 
woolen material. 

Large Medals—will be worn on officers’ 
blue and white service dress as a “Full 
Dress” uniform, in a manner similar to 
that now prescribed for the Marine 
Corps. 

Optional Dinner Dress (tailcoat)—ap- 
proved as an optional Dinner Dress by 
substituting black bow tie for the white 
bow tie and ribbons for miniature medals. 
Miniature medals for evening dress will 
be worn on the lapel; ribbons for dinner 
dress will be worn on the breast of the 
tailcoat. 

Mess Jacket 

White Mess Jacket—will be reinstated 
as part of an optional Summer White 
Dinner Dress and Evening Dress. The 
Dinner Dress to be with plain stiff white 
shirt, plain gold studs, stiff turndown 
collar, black bow tie, black cummerbund, 
blue trousers, miniature medals on the 
lapel and white gloves. Evening dress to 
be with plain stiff white shirt, plain gold 
studs, wing collar, black bow tie, white 
waistcoat, blue dress trousers, miniature 
medals on the lapel and white gloves.

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SAC’s 31st Fighter Wing 
First To Get New Award 


The Air Force’s newest decoration, 
the Oustanding Unit Award, has been 
awarded to the Strategic Air Command's 
31st Strategic Fighter Wing, Turner AFB, 
Ga., in recognition of the trans-Pacific 
flight in 1952 of 60 Republic F-84G 
Thunderjets from Georgia to Japan. 

The award, comparable in stature to 
the individual Legion of Merit honor, was 
announced by Secretary of the Air Force, 
Harold E. Talbott. 

The 3lst SFW, commanded by Col. 
Dave Schilling, conducted Operation Fox 
Peter One in which the Thunderjets flew 
from Turner AFB to Travis AFB, Calif., 
and then made the 2400-mile jump to 
Hawaii by employing air-to-air refueling. 
From Hawaii, the 31st pilots island- 
hopped to Japan via Midway, Wake, 
Eniwetok, Guam and Iwo Jima. 

The entire operation was completed in 
10 days, and the planes arrived in Japan 
combat-ready. As a result of this pioneer- 
ing jet fighter ocean hop, SAC’s 27th 
Strategic Fighter Wing from Bergstrom 
AFE, Tex., was able to make a sucess- 
ful deployment to Japan three months 
later in less than half the time required 
for the first flight. 

Secretary Talbott, in announcing the 
establishment of the new award, declared 
that the decoration recognizes outstand- 
ing unit achievement or meritorious serv- 
ice in support of military operations, or 
of great national or international signif- 
icance not involving combat against an 
enemy.

Lackland Trainees Given Night Field Maneuvers 


In Defense of Airdrome Against Infiltration 


Special after-dark field maneuvers are 
staged nightly by trainees at Lackland 
AFB, Tex., as a sequel to their basic 
training. 

After briefings on planned tactics, the 


|

airmen are divided into offensive and de- | 


fensive teams and stationed at widely- 
separated positions over a wooded ter- 
rain in a rugged area of the Lackland 
reservation. 

The defensive team, acting along pre- 
viously planned strategy, throws up two 
lines of perimeter guards, the outer pa- 
trol line about 50 yards beyond an inside 
guard line surrounding a simulated air- 
drome including a guard house area. 

By employing infiltration tactics, in- 


cluding camouflage, the offensive team 
endeavors to capture a jumbo firecracker 
placed atop a barrel in the heart of the 
defensive area. When this capture is 
effected, the firecracker is exploded and 
the signal given that the defense has 
failed. However, if the offensive team 
fails to penetrate the lines within a given 
time, the defense is declared victorious 
Both teams are equipped with full field 
gear and lay patrols have carbines or sim- 
ulated weapons such as wooden machine 
guns or mortars. During the maneuver 
period, the men live and eat in the field 
Tactics used are constantly changed and 
enlarged to bring out conditions that are 
likely to occur during actual combat. 








Quarter Million Have Enrolled 


An Air Force off-duty education report 
showed this week that from fiscal ’49 
through fiscal ’53 there was a total of 
252,213 enrollments for group-study 
classes conducted by the Air Force and 
210,471 enrollments in civilian schools. 

The Air Force said that, although a 
current Appropriation Act amendment 
bars tuition aid for officers in the grade 
of captain and above, 18,887 enrollments 
for off-duty civilian classes were recorded 
during the first quarter of fiscal ’54. 


Boost Bond Purchases 
Air Force officials are hopeful that sale 
of U. S. Savings Bonds to officers and 
airmen will show a marked increase as a 
result of a newly-launched campaign. 
Headquarters will publish relative

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AF Recruiting Is Up; 
So Are Hopes At Hdgs. 


Air Force officials late this week ex- 
pressed encouragement over early Janu- 
ary recruiting results and were hopeful 
that the 14,500 quota—twice that of De- 
cember—would be obtained. 

As reported in last week’s issue of THE 
JourNAL, Air Force leaders have been 
concerned because of failure during No- 
yember and December to obtain enough 
recruits to fill quotas. 

The 14,500 figure for January is about 
four times the recruiting quota last sum- 
mer and fall. 

Air Force officials have stated re- 
peatedly that they believe strength can 
be maintained without resort to the 
draft. 

Thus, the January effort is of great im- 
portance. If the 14,500 quota is met, say 
experts at the Pentagon, it will show 
that the Air Force can fill its ranks on 
a voluntary basis. 








TRAINEE CLASSES DWINDLE 


The second smallest Air Force 
Officer Candidate School class since 
the Korean war, Class 54-B, is com- 
mencing training at Lackland AFB, 
Tex. 

In accordance with reduced quotas 
made effective recently, the class 
contains 144 members, about 125 of 
which will be commissioned on grad- 
uation next June. Only four mem- 
bers of the newest class are women, 
as compared to near 40 for classes 
trained during the Korean emer- 
gency. 

Smallest class in the past four 
years is one now moving into the 
last half of the OCS course and due 
to graduate in mid-March. This class 
contains only 114 members as com- 
pared to a preceding class of 444.

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AF Cuts 74,497 T/O Places, Wins Strong Praise 


From Asst. SecDef. Hannah; ‘Tremendous Saving” 


Assistant Defense Secretary John A. 
Hannah disclosed this week that the Air 
Force has eliminated 74,497 places in its 
Tables of Organization as a result of a 
recently completed review. 

He said that the Armed Services have 
reducted military spaces by 160,173, of 
which 54,171 were Army, 9,470 Navy, and 
22,035 Marine Corps. 

“This has been accomplished,” said 
Dr. Hannah, “without any impairment of 
combat efficiency, and so represents a 
tremendous saving in defense costs—a 
saving amounting to hundreds of millions 
of dollars annually.” 

The Assistant Secretary told the Eco- 


nomic Club of Lansing, Mich., that the 
“Air Force now feels able to maintain 
an eventual maximum combat strength 
more effective than previously contem- 
plated with more than 200,000 fewer men 
than originally planned.” 

Dr. Hannah asked: “How are such 
seeming impossibilities accomplished?” 

His answer: “Principally through bet- 
ter utilization of manpower, elimination 
of unnecessary jobs and the devoted and 
wholehearted cooperation of Air Force 


| commanders and staff people.” 


He did not indicate what the “eventual 
maximum combat strength” of the Air 
Force will be, but 





presumably on the | 
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basis of widely published reports, he was 
referring to the rumored objective of 137 
wings. 

The Air Force is due to end the cur- 
rent fiscal year on 30 June with 116 1 
wings and less than the 960,000 person- 
nel authorized in the present budget. Ac- 
tual current strength is about 925,000. 

In the next fiscal year, the Air Force 
will grow to 120 or 121 wings and to 127 
in the next fiscal year, within the pres- 
ent budget limitation for personnel.

Reorganization of the Army. The report of 
the Advisory Committee on Army Organization, 
fully described in this issue of THE JOURNAL, is 
a thoughtful, meaty document, clearly presented. 
There will be differences of opinion on the con- 
clusions, but it does offer a basis for sound im- 
provements in the management of the Depart- 
ment of the Army, particularly from a business 
standpoint. 

The thoroughness of the study is a tribute to 
management ability of the men appointed to the 
Committee. In three months, from 18 Sept. to 
18 Dec. 1953, the group heard 129 witnesses, 
examined more than 50 books, documents and 
studies, worked with its own civilian and military 
staff and with that of an independent firm of 
management consultants, reached their conclu- 
sions, and drafted the report. 

The report is thoroughly in consonance with 
those principles of civilian control and business- 
like efficiency upon which President Eisenhower 
and Secretary of Defense Wilson based the re- 
organization of the Department of Defense. Just 
as the latter places full responsibility and author- 
ity for the Defense Department in the hands of 
the Secretary of Defense with the three Secre- 
taries of the military departments acting as his 
principal agents, so does the proposed Army 
organization center full authority for that Depart- 
ment in the hands of the Secretary of the Army. 

Also, as in the case of the top-level organiza- 
tion, the Committee recommends a strengthening 
of the Army Secretary's “staff” by giving him 
another Assistant Secretary, the new one to be 
responsible for financial management. 

On the military side, the proposed organization 
would make the Army Chief of Staff the ‘“‘operat- 
ing manager” of the Army establishment, fully 
accountable to the Secretary for all operations 
of the department. He would be given further 
assistance in the form of a new Vice Chief of 
Staff for Supply. A new Supply Command could 
be created for the general management of the 
technical services, and a Continental Army Com- 
mand, charged with direction of the six Armies 
in the United States, would replace the Army 
Field Forces. 

The Committee did not neglect today’s number 
one problem—career incentives—for it pointed 
out that “monetary compensation for men who 
devote their lives to military service is essential! 
as an incentive,” but, like President Eisenhower, 
added, ‘this alone is not enough.” National re- 
spect for the man in uniform must be enhanced, 
the report said. Also it said that “the incentive 
for high rank must be available in a greater de- 
gree than in the past,” thus opening the way for 
improved promotions. 

The report’s emphasis on money and manage- 
ment is in accord with the spirit of the times. 
“There is an especial need,” the report says, “to 
find a substitute for the profit and loss statement 
in industry.” In fact, of course, the “profit and 
loss” of a military organization is represented in 
the liberty of the nation and not in money. But, 
as the Army well knows, better use of funds can 
give more defense dollar for dollar. Yet insuffi- 
cient funds, no matter how weil managed, can 
lead to disaster. 

Secretary of the Army Robert T. Stevens’ 
action in awarding the Certificate of Merit to 
each of the four civilian members — Paul L. 
Davies, C. Jared Ingersoll, Irving A. Duffy, and 
Harold Boeschenstein — was well justified. The 
Service, in addition, recognizes the contributions

A Congressional View on Pay. The report 
submitted to the President and Congress yester- 
day by the Commission on Judicial and Congres- 
sional Salaries makes interesting, if nostalgic, 
reading for personnel of the Armed Forces. 

Eschewing the small steps usually recom- 
mended by Service pay boards (and usually 
ignored by Congress), the Commission recom- 
mends that the pay of members of Congress be 
jumped from $15,000 (including their non- 
accountable expense allowance) to $27,500 a year. 

Most of the reasons set forth in support of this 
increase will be recognized as applying with equal 
force to the pay of the Armed Services. Con- 
gressional and Judicial pay, the Commission says, 
has not kept pace with the growth and respon- 
sibilities of these offices. The salaries are low 
compared with those paid for similar ability and 
less responsibility in private enterprise. Salaries 
have lagged behind while those of other Federal 
officials were being adjusted upward. They are, 
and for a long time have been, grossly inadequate.

Dislocation Allowance 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I have been studying a book dis- 
cussing tax matters in general with 
officials of the Office of the Collector 
of Internal Revenue. I received 
change of station orders during 1953 
and was looking forward to the fol- 
lowing deductions since I thought I 
was compelled to move: 

(a) Fifteen days’ apartment and 
garage rent that I had to pay, 
but no use was made of the fa- 
cilities at the old duty station. 
Thirty days’ rent given the 
new landlord to entice him to 
make mandatory repairs to 
the house prior to moving in. 
During this period dual rent 
was paid at the new duty sta- 
tion. 

Depreciation on household ef- 
fects. The Navy always ac-

cepts the lowest bid on moving 
household goods, with the re-

sult that one’s possessions are 
all but destroyed. Three moves 
comparable to the one I just 
received would be more than 
equivalent to a fire. 

The Federal Revenue Agents will 
tell you that none of the above ex- 
penses and losses are deductible be- 
cause it was a matter of my own per- 
sonal convenience that I chose to 
move my dependents! Evidently what 
I have regarded heretofore as nor- 
mal family life is viewed in some 
circles as frankly abnormal! 

Lacking a “Dislocation Allowance” 
I believe the Defense Department 
should include a paragraph in an of- 
ficer’s or enlisted man’s orders (when 
appropriate) to the effect that he is 
directed to move his dependents. In 
this way all of the innumerable ex- 
penses connected with a compulsory 
move would become deductible for 
income tax purposes. 

If the Defense Department would 
issue a directive to the effect that 


Present methods of payments of official expense; 
are antiquated and unrealistic. How familiar 
these arguments sound to people in the military 
services! 

The report is sure of a sympathetic reception jp 
Congress. 

Meanwhile, the Chairman of the Senate Com. 
mittee on Post Office and Civil Service, Senator 
Frank Carlson, has introduced a new bill to ip. 
crease the “fringe benefits” for civilian employ. 
ees. Many other bills already are before both the 
Senate and House to boost civilian pay. They, 
too, are assured of careful consideration by 
Congress. 

Thus far, Service pay has been given no support 
in Congress aside from Representative Vap 
Zandat’s bill to put it on a sliding scale based 
on cost of living. No other member of the 
Armed Services Committee has sponsored any bil] 
to better Service pay. The Administration has not 
approved any pay increase bill for the Services, 

The Services are cheered, in this sorry outlook, 
by the admirable persistence of the Assistant See. 
retary of Defense for Manpower and Personnel, 
Dr. John A. Hannah. Undaunted, he has contin. 
ued to tell the American people of the Services’ 
need for better pay. He repeated his plea ina 
speech this week at Lansing, Mich. 

Perhaps Congressmen, when they are consider- 
ing their own pay and that of the judicial and the 
civilian employees of the government, will give 
a thought to the potent arguments for Service pay 
relief.

10 Years Ago—The War and Navy Departments an- 
nounced jointly 13 Jan. that the military establish- 
ments of the coastal areas are being reduced in order 
that personnel may be sent to overseas stations where 
the principal need for them now exists. A considerable 
number of units will be retained in training for over- 
seas duty but supporting coastal defenses are now 
available in case of emergency. 


50 Years Ago—The General Board of the Navy has 
given careful consideration to the advisability of in- 
stalling turbine propulsive machinery in high powered 
warships. The board has arrived at the conclusion that 
it would be advisable to equip two scout ships with 
turbine machinery, if Congress authorizes such craft 
at this session. When scouts are authorized there will 
be little delay in preparing plans, and the United 
States Navy will be enabled to catch up with the Brit 
ish service. 


90 Years Ago—The new Stafford projectiles have had 
a successful trial at West Point. Using an 8-inch Par- 
rott Rifle, an iron target 6 and 8 inches thick, backed 
with 15 inches of live oak, was perforated and set on 
fire by two shells containing one gallon of Greek fire 
each. The aperture made in the iron was 14 inches 
in diameter and the wood and bolts were terribly 
broken.

A BROKE Navy COMMANDER 
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Defense Notes on Capitol Hill 


USAF HEADQUARTERS wants Con- 
gress to increase the ceiling on the num- 
ber of officers who can be on duty with 
the Department of the Air Force. Present 
limitation is 2800. As of the last report- 
ing date (30 Sept.), the Air Force had 
2475. According to Brig. Gen. Joe W. 
Kelly, AF Legislative Liaison Chief, “the 
number of officers on duty is less than 
that currently required to meet the 
phased build up of the Air Force pro- 
gram.” 


FORMER PRESIDENTS should serve 
on the National Security Council, ac- 
cording to Senator Warren Magnuson 
(D.-Wash.), who has sponsored legisla- 
tion (S. 2663) for this purpose. He says 
the U. S. had not taken full advantage 
of experience of former Presidents, par- 
ticularly in matters “nonpartisan in na- 
ture.” The bill was seferred to the Armed 
Services Committee. 


RETURN OF THE USS CONSTELLA- 
TION to Baltimore, where it was built in 
1797, simultaneously with the USS United 
States and USS Constitution at Phila- 
delphia and Boston, respectively, is urged 
by Senator Butler (R.-Md.). The Con- 
stellation, he said, is now “deteriorating” 
in the Boston Navy Yard. The Senator 
has inserted into the Congressional 
Record an editorial from the Baltimore 
Evening Sun telling of hopes for a per- 
manent, safe berthing for the Constella- 
tion at historic Fort McHenry with a 
concrete base to protect the hull of the 
vessel. The United States was broken up 
in 1865; the Constitution is also in Boston, 
and, like the Constellation, is deteriorat- 
ing because of lack of maintenance funds. 


A MERE 1306 PROMOTIONS were 
sent to the Senate for confirmation on 
11 Jan. from the White House, represent- 
ing recess appointments made while Con- 
gress was not in session. All of the 
Services are included. Among the nomi- 
nations is that of Army Assistant Secre- 
tary Hugh M. Milton, II, to be promoted 
from brigadier general to major general 
in the Reserve. 


RETIREMENT SYSTEMS of all gov- 
ernment agencies, including the Armed 


Services, will be analyzed in the first re- 
port of the Committee on Retirement 
Policy for Federal Personnel to be re- 
leased soon—probably next week-end. 
The Committee, appointed by the Presi- 
dent with Mr. Eliot Kaplan, New York 
attorney as Chairman, will make no 
recommendations in its first report, which 
will be confined to facts, figures, and 
analysis. Subsequent reports will make 
recommendations as to ways and means 
of correlating the various Federal re- 
tirement systems and could have a power- 
ful impact on the military retirement 
laws. Needless to say, “funding and fi- 
nancing”—that is making officers and em- 
ployees pay for their own retirements— 
plays a large part in the thinking of the 
committee. 


GEN. GEORGE WASHINGTON would 
receive his commission as a General of 
the Army under terms of a bill (H.R. 
6904) introduced by Representative John 
W. McCormack (D.-Mass.). His date of 
rank would be 3 July 1798, the effective 
date of General Washington’s being ap- 
pointed to the grade of lieutenant gen- 
eral and Commander in Chief of all the 
armies raised or to to be raised in the 
U. S. The bill concludes: “No individual 
shall be entitled to receive any bonus, 
gratuity, pay or allowance by reason of 
this Act.” 


GEN. OF THE ARMIES PERSHING 
is mentioned in another new bill (S. 2619), 
was sponsored by Senator Butler (R.- 
Nebr.), which would authorize coinage 
of up to 6,000,000 fifty-cent pieces to be 
issued at “par or at a premium” by the 
John J. Pershing Memorial Foundation, 
net proceeds to be used in founding a 
memorial to the WWI leader. 


MALE NURSES for the Army and Air 
Force are proposed in legislation (S. 
2671) introduced by Senator Ives (R.- 
N. Y.). This measure has come up in the 
past. The Defense Department has been 
less than enthusiastic over the proposal, 
but the current shortage of female nurses 
is likely to give the measure new sup- 
porters. The bill also would strike out the 
word “Women’s” from the Women’s 
Medical Specialist Corps.

A Wave Replies 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

“Tanks to THE JOURNAL for publishing 
the detailed account of the Navy’s long 
range promotion plan for WAVE officers. 
Now, at long last, the WAVES know pre- 
cisely where they stand, and how pre- 
carious is their position. 

“It is difficult to reconcile the Navy’s 
continued procurement publicity for high 
quality women (to whom it offers in 
Admiral Holloway’s own words ‘equality 
in opportunity, benefits and privileges 
with men’) on the one hand, with its 
current promotion policy whereby the 
‘needs of the service’ do not warrant more 
than five regular WAVE officers in the 
rank of Commander. 

“Is it because the Navy which origin- 

ally selected them because of their 
demonstrated ability has now lost faith 
in the ability of every lieutenant com- 
mander currently eligible for promotion 
after eleven years service? If it can util- 
ize 1000 more males recently promoted 
to this grade can it logically assume that 
the ‘needs of the service’ do not require 
even a single additional WAVE command- 
er in this fiscal year? Or is this the 
Navy's subtle way of saying we just 
don’t want women in jobs of responsi- 
bility. 
“All this is inconsistent with official 
Navy testimony before Congress incident 
to the Integration Act of 1948. It is incon- 
ceivable to assume that the Navy, at that 
time, did not have a plan which would 
Provide an equitable promotional oppor- 
tunity for all of these women whom it 
selected on a highly competitive basis to 
be the basic structure upon which to 
build a sound organization of women 
within its framework. 

“When the legislation provided for 10 
per cent of its women officers to serve 
In the rank of Commander and 20 per 
cent in the rank of Lieutenant Com- 


mander (and specifically limited the 
total number of commissioned officers to 
500, only for the two year period immedi- 
ately following the Act), it must certainly 
have envisioned the possibility of having 
as many as 50 women serving in the rank 
of Commander and 100 in the rank of Lt. 
Commandr, as they became eligible. 
“Many of us have remained silent dur- 
ing the present controversy about pro- 
motions which has dealt shattering blows 
to our morale. But we have remained 
silent out of loyalty to the Navy and be- 
cause we were reluctant to admit that 
a realistic solution could not or would 
not be worked out within the Navy itself 
to provide proper career opportunities

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The Means Of Defense In The West— 
COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


HE past week has brought two observations calculated to lessen the case of 

fidgets which developed lately in Europe over the rumored possibility of 
America’s withdrawing divisions from Europe as well as, by announcement, from 
the Far East. The first observation was by Defense Secretary Wilson, who said 
simply that there is no such prospect. The other was by General Alfred M. Gruenther 
to a group of visitors at SHAPE. He made the sensible remark that, with due 
expectation of much better air power and of the power to employ atomic weapons, 
there is no lessening of SACEUR’s need for conventional ground forces. Indeed, he 
added, there are authorities who believe that the enemy’s possession of the atomic 
weapon would make us need more ground forces, not fewer, in the early stage of 
a war. General Gruenther patiently discussed once more the tactical requirements 
in atomic warfare, stressing the view that we, for example, must by all means 
maintain a sturdy and well deployed ground force in order to compel the enemy 
to concentrate his own ground forces against us; it is only when concentrated that 
enemy ground forces would provide a satisfactory target for atomic weapons in 
counterattack. 

This means, SACEUR continued, that there is obvious need for ground forces 
in greater quantity than the existing NATO organization can readily provide in 
peacetime. The new source, necessarily, is West Germany, but the means of trans- 
forming the potential into an actual flow of 12 new divisions, plus air, is yet to be 
decided, and the talk in question carefully avoided saying any more on that touchy 
matter, upon which indeed there is little new that can be said. 

ITALY will be contributing its newest ideas on the European Defense Com- 
munity fairly soon. President Einaudi’s request to Amintore Fanfani to form a 
new cabinet brings to wider attention a 45-year-old member of the left wing of 
the Christian Democratic party—the same dominant party to which Signor Pella 
belonged. The latter’s government failed because of the rightist affiliation of cer- 
tain of that former premier’s appointees, and on this score Signor Fanfani seems 
on safer political ground. Also he is in sympathy with the popular demand for new 
social gains. Nevertheless his immediate following remains a minority, dependent 
upon support from other parties somewhat farther to the right, for neither the 
Socialists nor the Communists will join in a Christian Democratic coalition. In brief 
a Fanfani government is not likely to withstand a strong gale, nor can any govern- 
ment organized from a parliament so badly split among multi-party members. 

RUSSIA’S PROGRAM for the scheduled Big Four meeting is still concealed. 
If it leans toward the spirit of cooperation there is no present evidence of it. Indeed 
at the time of writing the Red commissars who were instructed to arrange with 
the three western powers’ representatives the preliminaries for the meeting have 
been unable to agree on so modest a matter as selecting any site in West Berlin— 
even the old Kommandatura building which has been all but idle since the Russians 
walked out. It is not a perfect augury for the 25 January meeting with these 
amiable people. Without waiting further for Moscow to state what it wishes to 
talk about, Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden in a radio address to Britain an- 
nounced that there are three subjects upon which the western powers will not 
yield at the Berlin meeting. These are (1) the requirement for a free election in 
Germany as a whole, (2) retention of NATO, and (3) retention of the European 
Defense Community principle. Much of Russia’s complaint about the western 
nations’ defense unions has been that they constitute a threat to Russia; Sir 
Anthony repeats that the West is ready now as in the past to discuss means of 
guaranteeing Russia against aggression. The British diplomat offered no rosy view 
of the Berlin prospect, but thought it wise to state firmly and publicly at this 
time that the West will not consider Russian overtures for a German treaty which 
requires any sacrifice of the existing international defenses against Red aggres- 
sion. There will be compromises, of course, if any progress is to be made at 
Berlin, but no compromises on that point. 

IN WASHINGTON we have seen a first cautious step toward other talks, with 
Russia participating, about the international pooling of atomic power resources, 
as suggested by President Eisenhower in his notable address to all nations. This 
step consisted simply of a visit by Georgi M. Zarubin, Russian ambassador to the 
United States, to Secretary of State Dulles. It lasted a half hour, and was followed 
by a brief announcement that it had dealt with “procedures relating to negotiations 
concerning atomic energy” and that another meeting on this subject will take 
place before Mr. Dulles’ departure for Berlin. This means it must come in the next 
few days. 

JAPAN’S PREMIER, Shigeru Yoshida, gravely informed his public this week 
that, in view of the American plan for reduction of its garrisons in Japan, that 
nation must proceed with development of its own defenses. Reminded that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has not stated publicly from which part of the Far East the two 
divisions are to be withdrawn, the Premier indicated that he had supplemental 
information. Current guesses in Tokyo are that Mr. Yoshida has in mind for the 
coming year an increase of only 45,000 men, which is a good deal less than Ameri- 
can military advisers have suggested, but which apparently is about all that the 
Premier thinks Japan’s economy can safely add in one year. Even this addition is 
dependent upon continued economic assistance from the United States. 


THE PACT WITH SOUTH KOREA was taken up this week by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, with Secretary of State Dulles speaking earnestly 
in behalf of this defensive treaty, and pointing out that, had there been in 1950 such 
evidence of American determination to repel aggression in Korea, the aggression 
might not have taken place. His remarks before the Senate committee were an 
extension of those presented the previous evening in New York before the Council 
on Foreign Relations, where Mr. Dulles stated that American policy includes “a 
great capacity to retaliate instantly, by means and at places of our own choosing”; 
it involves “placing more reliance on deterrent power and less dependence on local 
defensive power.” There was much else in the New York address, recognized as a 
“major statement,” but that particular passage was confidently phrased and skill- 
fully timed. It coincided almost exactly with the Chinese Reds’ new stirring for 
resumed meetings at Panmunjom, and preceded comfortably the departure for the 
Big Four meeting in Berlin. In the latter connection, the Dulles speech was of spe- 
cial interest in its assurance that American intentions do not include any program 
for “a division of world power” with anyone (a discourager of the rumored Moscow 
project for two great spheres of influence covering most of the world) nor any 
compact for the suppression of freedom anywhere. 
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SHOT DOWN OFFICIALLY by Defense Secretary Wilson 
at a press conference on 8 Jan., the 143-wing goal 
for the Air Force was the first post-Korea long- 
range buildup objective to fall victim to the 
economy drive. On the 13th, the Navy's 410-com- 
batant ship program, in effect for two years, was 
scuttled with disclosure that 50 ships will be 
inactivated in the next 18 months. Next up is the 
Army, certain to lose at least two—and possibly 
more—of its present 20 combatant divisions. Thus 
the old order changeth, yielding place to the "New 
Look." 





THE MARINE CORPS BILL, with a provision for a floor 
strength, once considered “academic” by many, be- 
comes increasingly significant with the current cut- 
backs. Alone of the Services, the Marines have a 
law on the books specifying a "minimum" force—3 
divisions and 3 air wings. 





AIR UNIVERSITY officials, notably Lt. Gen. Laurence 
S. Kuter, commander, and Brig. Gen. Dale O. Smith, 
Director of Education, are polishing final curricu- 
lum details for a four-year course at an Air Force 
Academy. Normally, a school comes first and then 
the curriculum; in this case, it’s different. The 
curriculum'’s ready. All that is needed now is for 
Congress to 0.K. the Academy. 





THE USMC QUARTERMASTER GENERAL will have more than 
10 years in that assignment when he finishes his 
military service. The President has nominated 
Maj. Gen. William P. T. Hill to serve in the job 
another year beginning 1 Feb. He first was named 
to the post in 1944. 















PENTAGON SUPPORT for optional retirement of officers 
after 20 years’ service, as provided in permanent 
legislation, may be a tipoff that the Defense Dept. 
wants to put increased emphasis on pushing younger 
officers to higher ranks or giving them increased 
responsibilities without boosts in rank. In this 
connection, the likelihood is strong that the De- 
fense Dept. will urge release of many veteran offi- 
cers—for example, the more than 400 permanent 
Army colonels, about 75 of them temporary general 
officers, who have more than 30 years’ service and 
5 years in permanent grade. 





ARMY SEC'Y STEVENS’ enthusiasm for the energetic 
work of the Advisory Committee on Army Organization 
will mean early implementation of most of its pro- 
posals that can be accomplished without legislation. 
Actually, Congress needs to act only in two in- 
stances—creation of a third Assistant Secretary 
post and establishment of a new position of Vice 
Chief of Staff (Supply). The Army Secretary can do 
most of the job and he undoubtedly will, although 
moving cautiously to prevent mistakes. A WWII QM 
colonel, Mr. Stevens can be expected to endorse the 
increased stature proposal for the supply set-up. 
In the shadows, the ammunition shortage hearings 

of '53 played a role in the Committee's analysis, 
notably in those sections dealing with lines of 
responsibility and authority. The ammunition testi- 
mony was shot through with instances of confusion 
in this area. 





WHEN GEN. RIDGWAY visited Ft. Monroe, Va., last 
week he was on familiar grounds. The CofS was 
born there. 
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ARMY DRAFT CALLS, previously forecast to drop to 
about 15,000 a month, now are expected to level 
off at about 18,000, as announced this week for 


the March quota. One reason for the slight increase 
is the forthcoming release of about 20,000 Category 


Four personnel. Also, about 6000 officers will 

be released earlier than expected. Thus, the Army 
will be able to train men now for the heavy losses 
in Fiscal '55. 





FORTY-FIVE MORE AF GENS. would be provided in Rep. 
Arends’ new promotion bill. The AF now has 383 
generals, the full number which the Senate Armed 
Services Committee has agreed informally to 0O.K., 
notwithstanding the fact that the budget authoriza- 
tion is 428. Mr. Arends says the AF should have 
435 generals. Whatever the fate of his bill, the 
Senate Armed Services Committee members can still 
control general and flag officer promotions, merely 
by letting it be known they will not recommend 
confirmation above specified numbers. 





DEFENSE PRODUCTION CUTS are beginning to pose tough 
"mobilization base” problems for Pentagon planners. 
In some instances, cancellation of contracts not 
only will mean curtailed output but possible com- 
plete shutdown of facilities. Aside from obvious 
political ramifications, such action could constrict 
the mobilization base. In fact, there is some rea- 
son to believe that if defense orders are slashed, 
some major manufacturing firms might close shop. 
The Army vehicle cancellations are just the begin- 
ning. 














THERE'S SOME CONFUSION as to whether or not Defense 
Sec'y Wilson has yet issued orders making the Serv- 
ice Secretaries—and not the Joint Chiefs—the ex- 
ecutive agents for unified commands, such as the 
Far East (Army); Alaska (Air Force) and Pacific 
(Navy). The Army Organization Committee study indi- 
cates doubt on this matter, particularly in emer- 
gency situations. There has been evidence of dif- 
fering viewpoints between the military and civilian 
chiefs on this problem. 


U.M.T.°S A DEAD ISSUE at the Pentagon, so much so 
that Defense Sec'y Wilson owned up at his 8 Jan. 
press conference that he had not been acquainted 
with the recommendations of the National Security 
Training Commission—in fact did not know that its 
report was submitted in December. In fairness to 
Mr. Wilson, it is to be recalled that he was busy 
with NATO meetings in Paris at that time. Aside 
from the Secretary's lack of familiarity with the 
report, Pentagon observers were somewhat surprised 
at the coolness with which it was accepted at the 
White House, particularly in comparison to the 
greeting accorded the report urging an overhaul of 
Reserve Forces and shelving U.M.T. until that job 
was completed. This report was made by the Com- 
mittee on Manpower Resources for National Security 


USMA GRADUATES would be assigned in limited numbers 
to the technical and administrative services under 
@ plan proposed by logistic chiefs. At present, 
appts. are made only in armor, art., inf., engr. 

and signal. Adoption of the plan depends on passage 
of the AF Academy Bill since with the current 25% 
“bite” on its graduates, West Point cannot gradu- 
ate enough cadets to fill all Army requirements.

vide logistical support and administra- 
tive supervision. 

Most units and installations perform- 
ing technical service operational mis- 
sions were designated Class II type in- 
stallations and their actual operation 
remained under the control of Army 
Forces Far East (or its predecessor, the 
Japan Logistical Command). Logistical 
and administrative support rested, first, 
with Yokohama Command and, after 1 
June 1951, with the newly created Cen- 
tral Command. 

Higher headquarters, by delegating re- 
sponsibility for details incident to logisti- 
cal and administrative support, were 
able to concentrate fully on operational 
functions and create thoroughly in- 
tegrated and coordinated procedures 
which obtained maximum efficiency from 
Japanese and U. S. Army personnel, ma- 
teriel and facilities. 

In order to handle the administrative 
and logistical support missions effec- 
tively, Central Command designated five 
major camps to operate as subordinate 
headquarters over the separate units and 
installations in each camp’s geographical 
area of responsibility. 

Camp Yokohama, situated within the 
city of Yokohama, is concerned with the 
support of such installations as the 2d 
Transportation Major Port, Camp McGill 
(primary training post in the Far East 
Command for amphibious type units), 
the 229th Ordnance Base Depot, Yoko- 
hama Signal Depot, Yokohama Ordnance 
Depot, Adjutant General Administration 
Center, and the U. S. Army Hospital, 
8168th AU. Another important installa- 
tion in Camp Yokohoma’s area is the 
Oppama Ordnance Shops which, during 
the Korea fighting, rebuilt thousands of 
wheeled tactical vehicles—up to and in- 
cluding the 2% ton, 6 x 6 cargo truck— 
at a savings of millions of dollars to the 
United States in transportation and in 
lessened “deadline” time. 

Camp Tokyo 

Camp Tokyo, with headquarters north 
of the city at Camp Drake, has within its 
area of responsibility—to mention but a 
few—the sprawling Tokyo Ordnance De- 
pot, Tokyo Quartermaster Depot, Tokyo 
Army Hospital—largest medical installa- 
tion in the Far East Command, Tokyo 
Engineering Works Ordnance Shops, and 
the U. S. Army Stockade (popularly 
known as The Big Eight, a name derived 
from its former connection with the 
Eighth U. S. Army). Recalling that 
Tokyo Quartermaster Depot is the larg- 
est installation of its type in the world, 
and that Tokyo Ordnance Depot rebuilt 
all salvageable track-laying equipment 
damaged in Korea, it is possible to get 
a small insight into the importance of 
Camp Tokyo’s position. 

Camp Drew, located in Gumma Pre- 
fecture, has as its major subordinate 
installations the Japan Medical Depot, 
Japan Chemical Depot, Camp Drew 
Quartermaster Sub-Depot, and 343d Gen- 
eral Hospital. It is at the Camp Drew 
Quartermaster Sub-Dept that excess bag- 
gage of Korea-bound personne! is stored. 
The Japan Medical Depot and Japan 
Chemical Depot handle and store some 
of the most critical—and expensive— 
items in the entire Far East. 

Camp Zama, located west of Tokyo and 
Yokohama in Kanagawa Prefecture, now 
is the home of Headquarters, United 
States Army Forces, Far East (AFFE). 
In its area of responsibility are the gi- 
gantic Yokohama Engineer Depot, Camp 
Fuchinobe, an important satellite in the 
extensive network of Ordnance opera- 
tions, and the U. S. Army Hospital, 
8169th AU. 

Camp Fuji 

Camp Fuji, located on the northern 
slope of Japan’s most famous natural 
landmark, Mt, Fuji, is primarily a train- 
ing area. The camp is divided into North, 
Middle and South Camps, and has Camp 
McNair as a satellite. At the present 
time, Camp Fuji is the home of major ele- 
ments of the 3d Marine Division. 

In addition to controlling a complex, 
interrelated network of camps, satellites 
and _ installations, Central Command 
faces several special responsibilities. 

Central Command Special Services ac- 
tivities, for example, are more extensive 
than in the average command of com- 
parable troop strength. This stems from 





two facts: First, Central Command op- 
erates two Rest and Recuperation (R&R) 
Centers for United Nations Personne} 
stationed in Korea; second, the Com- 
mand provides comprehensive Specia] 
Services facilities for the thousands of 
troops processed through the Camp 
Drake Replacement Center. 

The R&R Centers are located at Camp 
Drake and in Yokohama. To provide ade- 
quate facilities for the hundreds of Ko- 
rea-stationed soldiers who visit the To- 
kyo-Yokohama area each week, Special 
Services operates a group of Rest Hotels, 
Central Command provides these hotels 
with administrative and logistical sup- 
port through the major subordinate 
camps. 

Honde Transients 

The large transient military popula- 
tion continually present in the Central 
Command area also poses some special 
problems for military police, Criminal 
Investigation Detachment investigators 
and the command’s Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral section. Through extensive efforts 
by Provost Marshals, Chaplains, TI&E 
officers and Special Services officers, 
however, a coordinated program operates 
to minimize the misconduct which a cos- 
mopolitan metropolis like Tokyo-Yoko- 
hama invites from young soldiers on 
leave or in transient status. This pro- 
gram, stressing preventive rather than 
corrective measures, has achieved note- 
worthy success. 

Nevertheless, the Department of 
Army’s Judge Advocate General de- 
cribes Central Command as one of the 
largest courts-martial jurisdictions in the 
world. Central Command exercises gen- 
eral courts-martial jurisdiction over all 
Army personnel, Department of Army 
civilians and dependents in the Central 
Command area, including those of AFFE, 
the Safety Advisory Group Japan, and 
the thousands of transient military per- 
sonnel passing through the command’s 
installations. 

Another major problem, particularly in 
the Tokyo-Yokohama area, is transporta- 
tion. Japanese commercial transporta- 
tion, already over-taxed in the rapidly 
growing, overpopulated area, is inade- 
quate to care for most of the Army’s 
needs. As a result, the Army is running 
one of the most extensive bus lines to 
be found in any major city in the world 
Several hundred buses, built locally on 
cargo vehicle chassis, operate over more 
than a dozen regularly scheduled routes 
to provide essential transportation be- 
tween various installations and housing 
areas. The bus operation is augmented 
by large personnel vehicle motor pools 
to provide transportation between lesser 
installations not covered on scheduled 
bus routes. For longer trips, of course, 
Japanese rail transportation normally is 
utilized. 

Hardy Barracks 

Central Command headquarters is l- 
cated in the Tokyo district known as 
Roppongi (literally translated, “Six 
Trees”). The specific area is known as 
Hardy Barracks and features a huge con- 
crete and steel structure which formerly 
was an important headquarters in the 
Japanese Imperial Army. At the pres- 
ent time Hardy Barracks provides offices 
for Central Command Headquarters, 
Saftey Advisory Group Japan, and the 
Far East Signal Service Battalion. In ad- 
dition to the offices, over 500 enlisted 
men have their billets, service club, mess 
halls, theater, snack bar, library and 
hobby shop in the building. Another 
building in the compound is the new 
home of Pacific Stars and Stripes. 

Like any other complex problem, ac- 
complishment of Central Command’s 
missions sometimes presents situations 
that seem impossible of logistical, effi- 
cient solution. At times the staff sections 
find their work-load extremely heavy 
and specific projects seemingly snarled 
in the inevitable confusion of applying 
Army regulations and procedures to an 
unorthodox operational arrangement and 
unconventional troop and unit disposi- 
tions. 

On the other hand, there is the inevi- 
table satisfaction which follows the suc 
cessful completion of an exacting task. 
Central Command missions are a chal- 
lenge—Central Command is an interest- 
ing, invigorating place to work. 
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Rep. Arends Would 
Lift Retirement Ban 


Pointing out that the original sponsor 
of the amendment, Representative James 
Van Zandt (R.-Pa.) has not favored the 
limitation for more than two years, 
Representative Leslie O. Arends (R.-I1.) 
this week urged repeal of the current 
restriction on officer retirements. 

He said that the subcommittee which 
he headed believes that “it is rather in- 
consistent to place restrictions on pro- 
motions which drastically reduce career 
opportunities in the Armed Forces and at 
the same time preclude voluntary re- 
tirement which further reduces promo- 
tional opportunities.” 

Mr. Arends related that during the 
war there “may have been justification 
for precluding voluntary retirement, 
put we have found ... that the prohibi- 
tion is one of the major reasons why 
young Officers are not being attracted 
to the Armed Services for career plan- 

It is recalled that the Womble Report 
went into the matter of retirement re- 
strictions as a source of lost attractive- 
ness of military service. 

At a time when the Armed Forces are 
being forced to reduce strength, there 
is every expectation the Pentagon will 
urge return to permanent legislation and 
the elimination of retirement restrictions 
veted as riders to Appropriations Acts. 

This, of course, would permit officers 
to retire, subject to approval by the 
Service Secretaries, after 20 years serv- 
ice, instead of 30 as presently required. 

In any case, Pentagon officials are 
hopeful that it will be possible to permit 
officers with 30 years to retire. 

Under present legislative restrictions, 
Regular officers who have not served in 
both World Wars cannot be retired 
voluntarily unless the application is ap- 
proved by the Defense Secretary. 


May Withdraw Guard 
Divisions From Korea 





The Defense Department had yet to 
identify the two Army divisions which 
will be returned from Korea as THE 
JOURNAL went to press, but an announce- 
ment is expected shortly. 

There is reason to speculate that the 
first Army divisions to be removed from 
Korea will be the two National Guard 
organizations—the 45th Infantry Division 
from Oklahoma and the 40th from Cali- 
fornia. 

Persistent reports have forecast the de- 
activation of at least two Army divisions 
in fiscal ’55, 

Return of the National Guard divisions 
from Korea would simplify this prospect, 
since the two divisions then could be re- 
turned to State control. 

Actually, virtually all of the personnel 
who came on active duty with the two 
National Guard organizations, if indeed 
not all of its members, have either been 
returned to civilian life or transferred to 
other units. 

In addition to the 40th and 45th, the 
Army now has in Korea the 2d, 3d, 7th 
and 25th Infantry divisions and a good 
part of the 24th. 

No official indication has been given in 
Washington that more than two divisions 
will be returned from the Far East Com- 
mand. 

However, the President’s “State of the 
Union” emphasis on increased “mobility 
of action” and a desire for “centrally 
Placed and readily deployable” forces is 
an indication of further Far East Com- 
mand withdrawals, since it has been 
Said strength in Europe will not be cut. 

If the Communists show no new signs 
of hostility in Korea, there is every like- 
lihood more than two divisions will be 
withdrawn in the next six to 12 months. 

Thus, the question could very well be 
now not so much which divisions are 


— but which are withdrawn

tunities, the new legislation would repeal 
the Van Zandt Amendment restricting re- 
tirement of career officers. 

It could, if passed, permit the Services 
to return to a policy of permitting retire- 
ments after 20 years. 

The Defense Department reportedly 
wants such authority returned in order 
to vitalize the officer ranks. 

Mr. Arends, in presenting his legisla- 
tion, told colleagues that “Congress would 
be startled to learn that under some 
circumstances a young second lieutenant 
entering one of our military services to- 
day has one chance in 300 of becoming 
a brigadier general. Under the present 
Davis Amendment,” he continued, “that 
young officer would have to attain the age 
of 103 before qualifying for promotion 
to brigadier general.” 

Mr. Arends’ legislation can be recog- 
nized as the first new measure in the 
second session of the 83d Congress aimed 
at raising Service Attractiveness. 

“I know,” he said, “that the members of 
this House are very anxious to rebuild the 
morale of our Armed Forces which, in 
my opinion, has over the past few years 
undergone serious deterioration.” 

The legislation sponsored by the House 





Whip prescribes either numerical or per- 
centage limitations on the number of offi- 
cers who can serve in the ranks of major, 
lieutenant colonel, colonel and general 
officers grades (lieutenant commander, 
commander, captain and flag ranks in the 
Navy) in relation to the size of the entire 
officer corps. 


As the Armed Forces increase in size 
during a buildup, said Mr. Arends, the 
proportion of higher ranking officers will 
decrease. 


He emphasized that present grade 
structures cannot be compared wiht those 
of WWI and WWII because the “Armed 
Forces of today are much more tech- 
nically advanced than anything this coun- 
try has ever experienced in the past.” 

The Congressman said that “just as the 
average Civil Service employee of today 
draws a much higher salary for compara- 
ble work performed 10 years ago, so to- 
day the Armed Services must promote 
men to keep pace with the increasing 
costs of living and the greater responsi- 
bilities brought about by the tremendous 
advances in the skill required of the op- 
erators of modern equipment of war- 
fare.” 

Representative Arends said that in the 
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inquiry conducted by his subcommittee 
“we did not find a general over-exag- 
gerated rank structure in the Armed 
Services when all things are considered.” 

This statement contradicts free-swing- 
ing criticism on Captiol Hill of the num- 
ber of generals and admirals on active 
duty. 

The fact is, says Representative Arends, 
the top ranks should be slightly increased. 
He reports that the Army should have 
520 general officers instead of 500 for an 
officer strength of 120,000. 

The Air Force would be permitted 435 
general officers instead of 428 for 130,880 
officers, and the Navy would be given 17 
flag officers above the present ceiling of 
290. 

Actually, the Services are not able to 
promote up to their budget ceilings, be- 
cause the Senate Armed Services Com— 
mittee has let it be known that nomina- 
tions above certain limitations (below 
those in the Davis Amendment) will not 
be received favorably. 

Under terms of the Arends Bill, the 
Army would drop to 495 general officers 
if officer strength dips to 100,000 and to 
350 generals should the Army drop to 
only 50,000 officers.

|General Harmon Tells How AF Academy 


Will Operate; Outlines Planned Courses 


The manner in which the Air Force 
plans to operate its Service Academy was 
outlined this week to the House Armed 
Services Committee by Lt. Gen. H. R. 
Harmon, USAF-Ret., Special Assistant to 
the Air Force Secretary for Air Force 
Academy Matters. 

General Harmon said the Academy 
will be started at an interim site in July 
1955 if Congress approves the legislation 
during the next six months. The school 
would be located temporarily at an ex- 
isting Air Force base. 

On this basis, General Harmon said the 
Air Force hopes that construction on the 
permanent base would be far enough ad- 
vanced by the summer of 1957 to enter 
the third class there. The initial class 
at the temporary location would number 
between 250 and 300 cadets, with each 
subsequent class larger than the pre- 
ceding one. 


No Upperclassmen 


Contrary to a present provision of the 
bill, there initially would be no upper- 
classmen at the Air Force Academy. The 
section which provided for transfer of 
upperclassmen from Annapolis and West 
Point to get the AF Academy started was 
removed by the House Committee this 
week at the request of the Air Force. 

Nomination, examination and appoint- 
ment of Air Cadets for the first six years 
differ from the system currently used by 
the Army and Navy. The reason lies in 
the fact that the small number being ap- 
pointed to the AF Acaderny during the 
first few years would not be adequate to 
cover the usual Congressional apportion- 
ment. 

Instead, as a temporary measure, Con- 
gressmen and Senators will nominate 
candidates without distinction as to 
Principal or Alternate. The candidates 
will take competitive exams in their 
home states (which will be assigned 
quotas), and the top candidates in each 
state will be appointed to fill the state 
quota. 

Organization 


General Harmon outlined the following 
plan for the organization of the Air 
Force Academy and its course of instruc- 
tion: 

The Academy will be headed by a Su- 
perintendent with two principal assist- 
ants. A Dean of Faculty will be respon- 
sible for academic instruction. A Com- 
mandant of Cadets will have direct 
charge of the student body and conduct 
the Airmanship Training Program. Pay 
and allowances will be the same as those 
for students at Annapolis and West 
Point. 

The course of instruction will be of four 
years’ duration leading to a baccalaure- 
ate degree. Although considerably less 
emphasis will be placed on drills, Air Ca- 
dets will be taught the rudiments of in- 
fantry training. They will be subject to 
the same general disciplinary system as 
at West Point. 

It is not planned for the AF Academy 
to parallel the other two Service aca- 
demies exactly. Air cadets will be air- 
faring men in the fullest sense; air- 
minded and thoroughly indoctrinated in 
all aspects of air operations. As soon as 
they enter the Academy, and throughout 
the four year course, they will work in 
and around aircraft, in maintenance 
shops and hangars, and will participate 
in actual fiying. 

Curriculum 


The primary difference will be in the 
academic curriculum and_ specialized 
service training at the Academy. In the 
Social Sciences field the AF Academy will 
present courses in English, History, Geog- 
raphy, Philosophy, Psychology, Military 
History, Military Law, Economics, Gov- 
ernment, International Relations and 
Foreign Languages. The Technical Sci- 
ence courses all will be related to the 
field of Aeronautics. 

In presenting the latter subjects, the 
AF plans to relate each physical law, 
theory or principle to its practical appli- 
cation in aircraft or aircraft equipment. 
The first two years will be devoted to 
Mathematics, Chemistry and Physics; the 
third year to Mechanics, Mechanics of 
Materials, and Electrical Engineering, in- 
cluding basic Electronics. In the senior 
year, the Cadets will study Thermody- 








namics, Jet Propulsion, 
and Aircraft Design. 
Training Program 

Under the Airmanship Training Pry. 
gram, which covers everything not ip. 
cluded in the academic curriculum, four 
courses of instruction are planned: Basie 
Training, Physical Training, Flying 
Training and Leadership Training. 

The basic course will cover alj 

“ground” training essential to an Air 
officer: drills, ceremonies, marksmanship, 
practice marches, minor infantry tactics 
and military hygiene. 

Physical training will follow the sys 
tem now in use at West Point: largely 
an intramural athletic program in which 
all cadets must participate in all of the 
common American sports. 

Flying Training will include three 
phases: indoctrination (during which the 
Cadet will fly as a passenger, clean and 
service aircraft, be instructed in the use 
of a parachute, etc); aircraft observer's 
course (training and qualification ip 
aerial navigation and aerial bombing, af- 
ter which the Cadet will receive his 
Wings as an Aircraft Observer); and pre 
liminary training as aircraft pilots. 

Leadership training also will follow the 
system used at West Point. In the class 
room, using the case system, Cadets 
will learn the psychology of leadership. 
Later, as Cadet Officers and non-coms, 
and as coaches and managers of intra- 
mural athletic teams, they will put it 
to practical application. 

Secretary of the Air Force Talbott told 
the Committee that a final site for the 
permanent home of the Academy could 
be selected within 60-90 days after Con 
gress gives the authorization go-ahead.

Hannah’s Views 

Assistant Secretary of Defense John A 
Hannah, a distinguished educator, told 
the Committee that he had come to his 
present office with the belief that the edu 
cational needs of the Services could be 
met adequately by civilian institutions 
but that he has changed his views. 

Dr. Hannah said he is “now strongly 
convinced of the wisdom of establishing 
an Air Force Academy.” He said he be 
lieves it is “necessary from the standpoint 
of National Defense, and wholly desirable 
from an educational point of view,” be 
cause he has now found that Service 
academies “perform two unique functions 
which no civilian institution of like rank 
could hope or be expected to do.” These 
functions, he said, are: 

1—Intense and continued emphasis 
—_ the ideal of service to the country 
an 

2—The high standards of integrity and 
personal ethics enforced at the two Serv 
ice academies. 

Air Force witnesses appearing before 
the Committee included Secretary of the 
Air Force Harold E. Talbott, and Lt 
Gen. H. R. Harmon, USAF-Ret., Special 
Assistant for Air Force Academy Mat 
ters. 

Secretary Talbott 

Secretary Talbott reminded the Com 
mittee that the United States Air Fort 
is the only Air Force of any major worl 
power “which does not have an institt 
tion for the specific purpose of training 
its Air Force officers.” He said preset! 
requirements cannot be met through the 
West Point and Annapolis quotas ant 
that these quotas pose “a serious hand 
cap to the Army and Navy. Each has 2! 
urgent need for the entire output of ifs 
own Academy and can ill afford to shar 
its graduates with the Air Force. 

Estimated Cost 

Secretary Talbott was reluctant to dit

for its women officers. 

“The plan outlined by Admiral Hollo- 
way, however, makes it apparent that 
continued adherence to this view is mere- 
ly wishful thinking on our part. Al- 
though his letter to Senator Saltonstall 
clearly indicates that the Navy is at- 
tempting to convince Congress that 
everything possible is being done to as- 
sure adequate nromotional opportunities 
for the WAVES, I believe that the fol- 
lowing analysis of the Navy’s arguments 
will show that the crux of the problem 
lies in what Admiral Holloway did not 
say rather than in what he did say. 

“Firstly, he stated that ‘only six WAVE 
lieutenant commanders with comparable 
length of service to male lieutenant com- 
manders promoted, have not been selec- 
ted for nromotion.’ He failed to point out 
to the Senator that these six constitute 
50 per cent of the total number con- 
sidered since the inception of the Regular 
WAVE program, no selection boards hav- 
ing been convened in 1950 or 1951. Does 
the Navy consider 50 per cent an equit- 
able promotional onportunity particular- 
ly in the case of that group of women 
who were considered admirably well 
qualified to be accented as the initial 
group of senior WAVE officers in the 
Regular service? 

“Admiral Holloway states that part of 
the difficulty in providing better nromo- 
tional opportunities for the WAVFS 
stems from the fact that manv USNR 
WAVES who served during I and 
were subsequently integrated fnt6 the 
Regular service have approximately the 
same total service and ‘will thus reach 
the promotion point together in the near 
future.’ He states that, due to this fact, 
attrition will be ‘very severe’ in the rank 
of lieutenant for the next two or three 
years and that promotion of lieutenant 
commanders will continue to be slowed 
down for the next 10 or 15 years. Granted 
that his premise is an undeniable fact, it 
must have been no less evident to the 
personnel planners at the start of the 
program than it is today. 





Poor Planning 


“The use of such an argument at this 
time appears to be an admission of poor 
planning on the part of the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel. The Navv could assure 
the WAVES of its good faith by adonting 
a more realistic attitude and adjusting 
its current administrative promotional 
nolicies to conform with the intent of the 
Integration Act. Does the Navy fail to 
remember or is it just unwilling to recall 
the statement of its Chief of Personnel 
during hearings on the Integration Act 
that ‘We do not expect to have anv 
trouble from any unusual amount of 
forced attrition?’ Or are today’s nlanners 
disrupting the original plans and adapt- 
ing their own defective arreuments to 
meet the present situation which we feel 
to be an immediate and urgent problem? 

“Admiral Holloway further states that 
‘the promotional opportunities for women 
officers cannot be the same as that of 
the male officer’ which is in direct con- 
tradiction of what has been stated in the 
past. Admiral Sprague was asked during 
Senate hearings on the bill to make it 
clear for the record whether there would 
be any discrimination ‘in the method for 
advancement between the men and wom- 

n,’ to which he replied ‘There is none, 
sir.’ 

“Additionally, a joint release issued 
by DOD on 12 June 1948 following pass- 
age of the Act, stated: ‘Promotions will 
be administered in a manner parallel to 
procedures in effect for the male com-

ponents of the regular services.’ We 
recognize that there are certain factors 
that obviously preclude administration 
of women on an exactly parallel basis 
with their male counterparts but we 
maintain that procedures should be suf- 
ficiently corresponding so as not to per- 
mit as marked a disparity as now exists 
in the promotional policies. 


Age Difference 


“Although asserting that women are 
already ahead of their male contempor- 
aries, Admiral Holloway again neglects 
to point out the enormous age differ- 
ential. All of the senior WAVE lieuten- 
ants and lieutenant commanders are 
years older than their male contempor- 
aries. In all fairness, it should be pointed 
out that more than three-fourths of all 
the senior lieutenants and lieutenant 
commanders were commissioned original- 
ly at ages ranging from 26 to 38 with 
most in the above 30 group. 


“By asking Congress for permission to 
carry-down numbers from the as yet un- 
used commander grades to provide bet- 
ter opportunities for lieutenants, the 
Navy appears to be considering only one 
aspect of the issue. Why cannot these 
same ‘better opportunities’ for lieuten- 
ants be provided by promoting to fill 
some (not necessarily all) of the vacan- 
cies in the rank of commanders? 


“I feel that I am representive of 
many WAVE officers who accepted the 
initial opportunity offered by the Navy to 
transfer to the regular service only after 
arriving at a strong personal conviction 
that the Navy wanted and needed us in 
peacetime as the basis for expansion in 
time of emergency. I still hold this con- 
viction and I have absolute faith in the 
Navy’s fair-sighted and long range career 
plans for the younger officers who have 
already begun to follow in our footsteps 
but I cannot be proud of the short-sight- 
edness with which the Navy is meeting 
the currently urgent problem.

The I Corps Memorial Church, a gray 
granite building with a 450 seating 
capacity, was dedicated recently at 
Uijongbu, Korea, in memory of American 
troops killed in the Korean campaign.

Committee Intimates 


a 
Army Sec. By-Passed 

A strong intimation that the Sec- 
retary of the Army has not been kept 
adequately informed concerning matters 
which directly affect his responsibilities 
is made in the report of the Advisory 
Committee on Army Organization. 

There have been persistent reports dur- 
ing recent months that some basic de- 
cisions regarding strength and disposi- 
tion of the Army were made without 
benefit of the Secretary’s counsel. 

For example, Army Secretary Robert 
T. Stevens said a detailed study was be- 
ing made to determine how many per- 
sonnel could be eliminated from Army 
ranks. That study was obviously no- 
where near complete when the Defense 
Department announced arbitrary cuts. 

The Organization Committee men- 
tioned no specific examples, but empha- 
sized that “it is sound and prevailing bus- 
iness practice to insure the full partici- 
pation of principal operating executives 
in the determination of basic policies.” 

The Committee views with concern in- 
stances in which some of the nine Assist- 
ant Defense Secretaries “have not limited 
their activities to broad policy determini- 
nation.” The report says the authority of 
the Army Secretary to direct the Army 
“must not be diluted by intervention of 


functional Assistant Secretaries of 
Defense.” 
The Committee says there must be 


“full acceptance in day-to-day practice 
of the principle that the responsibility 
for broad policies rests in the Secretary 
of Defense and the responsibility for 
operations in the Department of the 
Army rests with the Secretary of the 
Army.” 

When the Defense Reorganization Plan 
was announced last Spring, there was im- 
mediate concern that the nine Assistant 
Secretaries would become operators. De- 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wilson indi- 
cated that this would not be the case, 
that the Assistant Secretaries would, in 
effect, be like Vice Presidents in a large 
firm, cuch as General Motors, aiding him 
to set broad policy and helping out the 
Services whenever possible. 

In urging that the stature of the Army 
Secretary be increased, the Committee 
recommends that he and other Service 


Secretaries should be “regular observers” 
at meetings of the National Security 


Council. 

This would mean, the Report 
“their being regularly and promptly in- 
formed of basic national policy considera- 
tions before the Council.”

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High Policy Status Given

lo Air Navigation Board 

Reorganization of the Air Navigation 
Development Board to provide for the 
appointment of its membership from 
high policy levels of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and the Department of Commerce, 
it was announced this week. 

An agreement between Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson and Secretary 
of Commerce Sinclair Weeks revised the 
Board's charter so as to elevate its mem- 
bership to policy stature and to provide 
for joint financing of its program instead 
of having all funds being provided by the 
Department of Commerce as in the past. 

The Board was established in 1948 to 
formulate and conduct research and de- 
velopment programs for a common mili- 
tary-civil system of air navigation and 
air traffic control. 

It is expected that the new members 
of the Board will be appointed by 1 Feb. 
Present members are: Col. E. C. Wood, 
USA; Capt. George A. Miller, USN; Col. 
R. O. S. Akre, USAF, and J. E. Sommers 
of the Civil Aeronautics Authority. The 
Chairmanship is vacant, 

A first major job already has been as- 
signed to the reorganized Board by the 
Department of Defense—evaluation of a 
short-distance navigation system under 
development by the military. This sys- 
tem, called TACAN, provides the pilot 
with the same type of continuous bear- 
ing-and-distance navigational informa- 
tion which is provided by the present 
system of Very-High-Frequency Omni 
Ranges and Distance Measuring Equip- 
ment. Some of the techniques used in the 
TACAN system are different, however, 
and may have a possible later application 
in the Common System.

Two classes for Reserve field grade 
officers, each authorized for 185 National 
Guard and 25 Reserve students, are slated 
to be held 12-24 April and 19 April-1 May. 
Individual NG officers will be selected by 
units throughout the country, and Re- 
serves will be chosen by their units to 
fill the quota of 25 students allotted by 
Army Field Forces. 

The National Guard officer candidate 
course, to be held 21 June-17 August, will 
be open to students seeking commissions. 
However, commissions will not be given 
graduates until after they pass the NG 
board. 

The Basic judge advocate general 
classes will be given newly-commissioned 
first lieutenants in the Judge Advocate 
General Corps, and will consist of basic 
military training. Classes will be held 
15 March to 8 May, 28 June to 25 Aug., 
and 27 Sept. to 22 Nov. 

Eleven classes of 50 students each will 
be held between 18 Jan. and 24 Aug. for 
the wheeled vehicle mechanics course. 
Instruction will consist of maintenance 
and repair training.

New Book Tells Story 
Of Admiral Rickover 


(The Atomic Submarine and Admiral 
Rickover. By Clay Blair, jr. Henry Holt 
& Co., 269 pp. $3.50) 

INCE the end of WWII, only two inm- 

portant non-fiction contributions to 
the Naval library have entered the best- 
seller field. Both books, “U-Boat 977” and 
“Submarine,” fired the imagination of 
their readers with the derring-do of 
fighters battling it out in the black depths 
of the seas. 

Next week, with publication of Clay 
Blair, jr.’s, definitive study of “The 
Atomic Submarine and Admiral Rick- 
over,” the silent service will score again 

Appearing as it will only three days 
before the commissioning of the USS 
Nautilus, this book, too, seems destined 
for wide popularity. Certainly it will en- 
thrall the many military men and women 
who already stand intrigued by the con- 
troversial] figure of the man Rickover— 
the guiding genius behind the world’s 
first true submersible ship. 

There are no pitched underseas battles 
in this volume, but the stormy slug-fests 
between the man of vision and the Navy's 
staunch traditionalists are no less excit- 
ing. 

The Rickover who emerges from the 
pages of Mr. Blair’s book is a man of 
many conflicting personalities — blunt 
arrogant and demanding on the one 
hand; sensitive, humble and persuasive 
on the other. But, above all, a man of 
intelligence and foresight, capable of 
earning the devotion and respect of his 
close associates. 

The late Senator Brien McMahon, in 
one of the many papers with which Mr 
Blair documents his book, said of A¢ 
miral Rickover: “He has so much drive 
and determination that he rubs some peo 
ple the wrong way; but if they are worth- 
while people at all, it is my impression 
they usually wind up as his fast friends.’ 

Many of those who read the book als0 
undoubtedly will fall heir to this view 

As a matter of fact, the title here might 
well have been reversed because this is 
basically the story of Rickover. Without 
him there might not have been an atom! 
submarine. 

Mr. Blair, a WWII submariner whos 
magazine articles have brought the silen! 
service into thousands of front parlors 
across the nation, has disregarded the 
usual scholarly (and D 





therefore ofte! 
stilted) approach taken by most biogt* 
phers. His book reads almost like 
novel, and there can be little doubt that 
Admiral Rickover is a remarkable 
protagonist. 

Unless the opposite be implied, how 
ever, it must be pointed out that te 
book does contain a wealth of materi@ 
about the development of the A-sub, he! 
capabilities, and her projected use 
Those who are interested only in tt 
technical side of the book will find it 
rewarding (except, of course, for the 
many still-secret aspects) as those wh

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‘Dr. Hannah Continues 
Fight For Pay Boost 


Assistant Defense Secretary John A. 
Hannah demonstrated this week that he 
has no intention to abandon his campaign 
to secure military pay equity for men 
and women in uniform. 

He has said before that he feels a pay 
raise is vital in helping to retain skilled 
officers and non-coms in service. 

On 14 Jan., in an address to the 
Economic Club at Lansing, Mich., Dr. 
Hannah said that industry is a “power- 
ful competitor,” for military personnel. 

“The best response to this competi- 
tion,” said the Defense manpower chief, 
“is to establish more realistic pay scales 
for the Armed Forces. 

“Those pay scales have not kept pace 
with the increases in industrial wage 
rates and advances in the cost of living.” 

Dr. Hannah’s statement followed by 
just a week the remark of President 
Eisenhower in the State of the Union 
Address that “pay alone will not retain 
in the career service of our Armed Forces 
the necessary numbers of long-term per- 
sonnel.” 

With this, Dr. Hannah could agree, for 
he mentioned in his Lansing speech the 
need to adjust “inequities,” such as 
losses in “fringe benefits,” and to improve 
housing. “This country,” he said, “should 
be ashamed of some of the quarters in 
which it requires its young men to live 
when they are in uniform. The lack of 
adequate housing for married enlisted 
men and their families is just as acute,” 
he added.

19 enlisted men escaped from their cap- 
tors; two enlisted men were released by 
the Reds, after less than a month’s con- 
finement, and 42 officers and 130 enlisted 
men were repatriated in the formal pris- 
oner exchanges. 


“Of this total of 194,” General Shep- 
herd said, “some gave early evidence of 
being eligible for decorations. However, 
I have recognized the necessity for .a 
thorough intelligence processing in ev- 
ery case, prior to recommending any of- 
ficer or man for an award, and we are 
now in the process of carrying out this 
detailed procedure. 


“Under no circumstances wiil I permit 
a Marine to be recommended for a dec- 
oration if there is a shadow of doubt that 
his actions were not of exceptional na- 
ture, and in all respects in keeping with 
our highest principles.” 

General Shepherd said five criteria 
were set up in the matter of awards for 
former prisoners of war and that he 
would approve no recommendation for 
an award unless in each instance one or 
more of the criteria were met. 

The criteria covered outstanding 
leadership notwithstanding Communist 
punishment, rejection of the Communist 
philosophy at a great risk of life, out- 
standing efforts to alleviate the personal 
persecution of fellow prisoners, courage- 
ous guidance of fellow prisoners in 
escape attempts and moral and physical 
courage that actively encouraged others 
to resist Red coercion. 

“Certain other men, civilian and mili- 
tary, are being recommended to the 
proper authority for appropriate recogni- 
tion,” General Shepherd said, “and it is 
possible that more such cases may come 
to light as our studies and investigations 
continue.”

NAVY SECRETARY HAILS POW HEROISM 


HE following tribute was paid by Navy Secretary Robert B. Anderson to 
five Marines decorated at a Pentagon ceremony on 11 Jan. for heroism in 
resisting torture at the hands of the Communists while held prisoner of war: 
We are here today to do honor to five valiant American fighting men, 
who return as the victors of one of the strangest and most unequal encounters 
of the Korean conflict. As prisoners of war, physically at the mercy of their 
captors, they successfully frustrated the enemy’s concerted attempts to obtain 
their collaboration for his evil purposes. 
threatened with death, they refused to participate in the Communist political 
indoctrination program, or to be parties to the Communist lie of germ warfare. 
So outstanding an example did they set before fellow prisoners that within 
the limits of where their leadership was felt the Communist effort to impugn 
the cause of the United Nations failed utterly and completely. Disarmed and 
helpless, without a shred of authority save what they asserted through sheer 
force of will and personal leadership, they organized their comrades in a 
Successful resistance to the enemy’s political and ideological assaults. In doing 


“Theirs is the victory of a redeemed faith. There is perhaps no greater 
test of the faith and loyalty of man, than that he be required to stand alone 
and defenseless, and assert them in the teeth of every torment a diabolical 
enemy may dispose. These are the proud veterans of the ideological war, who 
would not quit, who did not quit, who fought back with every ounce of their 
Strength and every drop of their blood. Throughout those weary, hopeless 
years, when the only visible reward for valor was hunger and pain and death, 
they stood ready to die rather than compromise their faith, or bear false 
witness against their country and their fellow man. They resisted the torture, 
the threats and the blandishments to prove their belief that the disappearance 
of regular constituted authority does not relieve men from a continuing 
responsibility to their comrades, to their country, and to their moral principles.

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New Materials Report 
System Ordered by DOD 


Assistant Secretary of Defense Charles 
S. Thomas announced this week that a 
new materials report system has been 
adopted to provide a more compre- 
hensive summary of strategic and criti- 
cal materials conservation in military 


production. 
In a directive issued by Secretary 
Thomas, military departments were 


authorized to request from their prime 
contractors “narrative reports” describ- 
ing their achievements in materials con- 
servation. In addition, the new order 
also requires the military departments 
to make more precise and detailed re- 
ports of their own materials conserva- 
tion accomplishments. 

In their report, prime contractors will 
be requested to cover such points as 
identification of the material conserved, 
end item of product involved, description 
of the conservation measure adopted, 
and an estimate of the quantity of ma- 
terial conserved by the action during a 
specified 6-month period. 

The departmental and prime contrac- 
tors’ reports will be submitted to the As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense for Supply 


and Logistics within 60 days following 
30 June and 31 Dec. of each year. 


GM Tests Gas Turbine 
Powered XP-21 Firebird 


The XP-21 Firebird, the first gas tur- 
bine powered automobile, has been suc- 
cessfully tested at the GM Desert Prov- 
ing Ground near Phoenix, Ariz., it was 
announced this week by Harlow H. Cur- 
tice, president of General Motors. 

The XP-21, purely an experimental 
vehicle, will make its first public appear- 
ance at the GM Motorama of 1954 in the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York City, 
21 to 26 Jan. 

The Firebird has aerodynamic styling 
with a “needle” nose, delta wings swept 
back, a vertical tail fin and a plastic 
bubble over the driver’s cockpit. The de- 
sign, says Harley J. Earl, GM vice presi- 
dent, was inspired by the F4D Skyray, 
built for the Navy by the Douglas Air- 
craft Company. 

While the Firebird is the first gas tur- 
bine powered automobile, the Boeing 
Airplane Company installed a gas tur- 
bine powered engine in a truck which 
has been operating successfully on West 
Coast highways for some time. 





Reserve Fleet Gains 
Five More MSTS Ships 


The Military Sea Transportation Serv- 
ice has arranged to return five additional 
government-owned ships to the National 
Defense Reserve Fleet. 

Two Liberty-type cargo ships (USNS 
Albert M. Boe and USNS Cardinal O’- 
Connell) will be inactivated for layup 
at Olympia, Wash. Three General 
Agency Agreement ships, operated by 
private American steamship companies 
for the MSTS account, will be inactivated 
upon arrival in Pacific coast ports. The 
SS Clove Hitch will be laid up in the 
Olympia Reserve Fleet; the SS Rose 
Knot and SS Coastal Sentry will be laid 
up in the Reserve Fleet at Astoria, Ore. 

The MSTS action brings to a total of 
121 the number of GAA ships to be in- 
activated since July 1953. 


K. T. Keller, Missile Chief, 
Cited In Defense Award 


Chairman K. T. Keller of the Chrysler 
Corporation board was awarded the Ex- 
ceptional Civilian Service Award by Air 
Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott at a 
Pentagon ceremony on 12 Jan. 

The award honored Mr. Keller’s contri- 
butions to national defense in the field 
of aviation during two World Wars and 
the Korean conflict. 

From October 1950 until September 
1953 he served as Director of Guided Mis- 
siles in the Office of the Secretary of De- 
fense and coordinated research and de- 
velopment among all the Services.

Construction In Spain 


Construction of U. S. Air Force and 
Naval facilities in Spain will be directed 
by Rear Adm. Harold W. Johnson, CEC, 
USN. 

At the same time, the Navy disclosed 
that three contractors have been selected 
to do the work. 

In making the latter announcement, 
Rear Adm. John R. Perry, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, said the 
three firms will undertake the construc- 
tion jointly. They are the Raymond Con- 
crete Pile Co., of New York City; the 
Walsh Construction Co., of Davenport, 
Iowa, and Brown & Root, Inc., of Hous- 
ton, Tex. 

Admiral Johnson, former Civil Engineer 
for the Fifth Naval District, has been 
designated Director of Construction for 
the Joint U. S. Military Group in Spain, 
with headquarters at Madrid. 

Other senior officers of the Navy Civil 
Engineer Corps who have been assigned 
to the Spanish project are Captains R. H. 
Meade, USN; Henry J. Fitzpatrick, USN; 
Joseph White, USN, and William H. God- 
son, USNR. Captain Meade has been des- 
ignated as OICC, BuDocks Contracts in 
Madrid. 

The Bureau of Yards and Docks was 
assigned responsibility for the construc- 
tion at the time of the initial announce- 
ment that the United States had com- 
pleted negotiations for the bases with the 
Spanish Government. Also at that time, 
the Secretary of the Air Force was desig- 
nated by Defense Secretary Wilson as 
Executive Agent for all U. S. military ac- 
tivities in Spain, including development 
of the Air and Naval facilities. 





First Deliveries Made 
To Navy of F3H-1N’s 


McDonnell Aircraft Corporation has 
begun deliveries to the Navy of the new 
all-weather, high performance, carrier- 
based fighter, the FSH-1N Demon. 

The Demon has thin wings and tail 
surfaces swept back sharply to give high 
operational speed. It is powered by a 
single Westinghouse J-40 turbojet engine, 
but will be equipped with a more power- 
ful Allison J-71 powerplant as soon as 
the engines become available. An after- 
burner installation gives added power 
boost. 

The F3H armament consists of fast fir- 
ing, high velocity 20mm cannon and 
multiple combinations of external stores 
including a large number of air-to-air 
rockets. All weather operations are 
made possible by a new type radar and 
latest developments in computing and 
fire control equipment. 

The Demon’s pressurized cockpit in- 
cludes an ejection seat fired by a powder 
charge. The cockpit location, well 
forward along the fuselage, affords visi- 
bility downward over the nose, even at 
the landing angle experienced by air- 
planes of this type.

“DEFENSE BOONDOGGLE” 


The Wall Street Journal has taken 
an editorial position in opposition to 
the President’s plan for diverting 
some defense contracts to areas 
where there is unemployment. 

The newspaper says “a case can be 
made for Government concern about 
its jobless citizens ... but no case 
can be made for preferential treat- 
ment in defense contracts because of 
local unemployment.” 

Says the Wall Street Journal: “It 
is an expedient which contains no 
permanent cure for the troubled 
areas but which does contain poten- 
tial danger for the Nation. A little 
boondoggling with defense can lead 
to a lot of boondoggling and no de- 
fense at all.” 





Transistor Action Is 


Attained With Silicon 


A new vista in the development of 
transistors was opened up this week 
when the Philco Corporation disclosed 
that it has attained useful transistor ac- 
tion with silicon. 

Members of Philco’s Research Division 
told a meeting of the Washington Sec- 
tion of the Institute of Radio Engineers 
that promising data has been obtained 
in work on an experimental silicon “Sur- 
face-Barrier” transistor. The data indi- 
cates, they said, that such transistors will 
have excellent current gain and the usu- 
ally good high frequency response which 
characterizes the Philco germanium 
“Surface-Barrier” transistors. 

Military Need 

Of even greater importance to the 
Armed Services, the data shows that sili- 
con “Surface-Barrier” transistors will 
have the expected high temperature per- 
formance necessary for many military 
applications. Present transistors made of 
germanium are limited in their field of 
application by the fact that germanium 
loses its transistor properties at relative- 
ly low temperatures. 

Philco spokesmen explained that while 
they are not announcing “a finished 
product” they think they have the prob- 
lem licked. The remaining difficulty lies 
in the fact that there is no good source 
of supply for pure silicon. The Philco 
researchers said when this problem is 
solved “the problem of making transis- 
tors with all the desirable temperature 
attributes demanded by the military will 
be fairly easy.” 

For several years there has been a 
major Government-directed research 
effort to find a more suitable material 
for transistors. It has been known that 
silicon basically had the desired high 
temperature characteristics but silicon, 
prior to the Philco experiments, had 
stubbornly resisted efforts to make trans- 
istors of it.

members of the Armed Forces has been 
pending at the Budget Bureau since 30 
Oct., and relates that another bill to pro- 
yide survivor benefits for active duty per- 
sonnel is under study at the Pentagon. 
This measure also would place men and 
women in uniform under Social Security. 

Dr. Hannah says another bill, sent to 
the Bureau of the Budget on 31 Aug. 
1953, would provide home loan benefits 
for personnel on active duty. 

Other proposed legislation is in prepa- 
ration to establish “adequate reenlist- 
ment bonuses and educational benefits 
similar to those provided veterans.” 

Currently under study or in the proc- 
ess of preparation are these items: 

“1. Provide sea and foreign duty pay. 

“2, Provide adequate dependent med- 
ical and dental care. This would imple- 
ment the Moulton Commission recom- 
mendations, 

“3. Provide for dislocation costs due 
to change of station. 

“4, Restore former disability retire- 
ment benefits. This would restore 75% 
disability pay and remove it from VA 
criteria. 

“5. Provide adequate provisions for 
dependents’ education. To authorize 
and insure adequate funding for de- 
pendents’ education in both continental 
and overseas areas.” 

Dr. Hannah mentioned three other pro- 
posed action, which he said may have 
legislative significance, as follows: 

“1. Emphasize discipline. (a) Prepare 
Executive Order increasing severity of 
punishment for absence _ offenses; 
(b) Review Universal Code of Military 
Justice for possible modification. 

“2. Provide adequate family housing. 
Provide in annual appropriation acts 
for construction of additional family 
housing. 

“3. Eliminate arbitrary practice of 
‘rider’ restrictions. Riders on past 
appropriations bills concerning promo- 
tion, retirement, commissary stores, 
movement of household goods, and 
military education are examples.” 
Chairman Short of the Armed Services 
Committee and his expert staff of com- 
mittee aides have been compiling detailed 
data on the “attractiveness” problem 
since adjournment of Congress last 
Summer. 

Mr. Short says that members of his 
Committee are ready to go with action 
deemed necessary to improve efficiency 
and promote economy in the Armed 
Forces by the attraction and retention of 
skilled personnel. 

_ The fact that the Committee has been 
furnished a report by the Pentagon, as 
its chairman requested, means that bills 
cannot become “lost” in the Bureau of 
the Budget. 

On the basis of information supplied 
him in answer to his questions, Mr. Short 
can now call upon the Budget Bureau 
to speed its consideration of “attractive- 
hess” problems. 

In this connection, the Chairman will 
have the support of the White House. 
President Eisenhower last week urged 
‘more generous use” of such fringe 
benefits as dependent care and housing. 

The likelihood is that the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee will hold hearings on 
various morale matters soon after com- 
= action on the Air Force Academy

The effort to increase benefits for Serv- 
ce personnel will have strong bi-partisan 
support in the Committee.

143 GOAL GONE 


Defense Secretary Charles BE. Wil- 
son has made it official: the Air 
Force’s 143-wing program has been 
superseded. 

Mr. Wilson made this statement in 
response to a question at his latest 
press conference. He said that fur- 
ther details of the new program will 
be reported in the near future, pos- 
sibly at an “Air Force Day” during 
one of his meetings with reporters. 

The Air Force is scheduled to reach 
116 1/3 wings by 30 June ’54, 120 or 
121 by the next 30 June, with unoffi- 
cial reports placing the revised ob- 
jective at 137 wings. 


The Defense Department has launched 
a drive to cut spending during the re- 
maining months of fiscal ’54 by about 
5% from previous estimates—or more 
than $1 billion.

On 11 Jan. another expenditure cut. 
back was revealed as the Navy said pro. 
duction of the F7U-Cutlass, manufac.

sion, United Aircraft Corp., will be de. 
creased because engines are not available 
in sufficient quantities. 

Production of the Cutlass will continue 
at the Dallas, Tex., plant of Chance 
Vought, but at a lessened schedule rate 
than originally planned, the Navy said.

tors are involved in the vehicle cutbacks,
